SENATE BILLS 


S 893 (H 1456) Consolidating higher education (original bill digested in Bulletin 

No. 119 of regular 1971 session, p. 1148). 

Identical committee substitute adopted 10/26/71 in both houses which 
generally revises the statutes relating to the University of North Carolina, the regional 
universities and School of the Arts, as follows: (1) Effective July 1, 1972 repeals 
G.S. Ch. 116, Arts. 1A and 2 (Regional Universities) and numerous sections of Art. 1 
(University of North Carolina); substitutes therefor a new Art. 1, which provides for a 
reorganized University of North Carolina, to be created in three phases. (2) Phase l 
(Jan. 1, 1972 until July 1, 1972): Continues present Boards of Trustees of UNC, 
Regional Universities, and N.C. School of the Arts. Also designates a Planning Committee 
to consist of 15 persons chosen by and from UNC Board of Trustees; two persons each 
chosen by and from Boards of Trustees of Appalachian State University, East Carolina 
University, N.C. A. & T. University, N.C. Central University, and Western Carolina 
University; one person each chosen by and from Boards of Trustees of Elizabeth 
City State University, Fayetteville State University, N.C. School of the Arts, 

Pembroke State University, and Winston-Salem State University; and two persons 
chosen by Board of Higher Education from its at-large members; choices in each 

case to be made pre-January 1, 1972. Provides for functions of Planning Committee 
to include planning for merging the staffs and operating budgets of Consolidated 

UNC and State Board of Higher Education (BHE); planning for merging the regional 
universities and the School of the Arts into UNC; and electing a President and other 
Wipers stake office July 1, 1972. °°(3) Phase 2 @uly 1, 1972 until July 1, 1973): 
Provides effective July 1, 1972, for the Planning Committee to become the initial 
Board of Governors of UNC, with Governor as ex officio member and chairman, 
superseding present UNC Board of Trustees, whose members cease to serve as trustees 
on June 30, 1972. Provides as of July 1, 1972, UNC is to be composed of the six 
campuses of present UNC, the nine regional universities and the School of the 

Arts. (4) Phase 3 (beginning July 1, 1973): Provides for permanent 32-member 
Board of Governors consisting of 24 persons elected by joint Senate-House session 
and eight appointees of Governor, all to serve 8-year staggered terms (six 
legislative and two gubernatorial choices in each odd-numbered year). Requires 

that legislative choices be selected from slate of nominees (at least twice the 
number of open positions) proposed by nominating committee composed of Lt. Governor, 
Senate President Pro Tem; Speaker, two Ghairmen of Higher Education Committees, 
House majority leader, and two minority leaders. 


Aya 


Mandates that at least three of biennial legislative designees (and one gubernatorial 
designee) be women; at least three legislative designees (and one gubernational ; 
designee) be of a minority race; and at least two legislative designees to be principal 
minority party members. Prohibits as governing board members: legislators, officers 
or employees of State or constituent institutions of UNC, or spouses of any of them. 
Provides for Board of Governors to meet at least six times yearly; to select its own 
chairman, vice-chairman, and secretary; to elect a President as chief administrative 
officer of UNCs and to elect professional staff (which may include a senior vice pres.) 
on nomination of~President. 

(5) Spells out powers and duties of UNC Bd. of Governors, including (a) planning 
and developing a coordinated system of higher education in North Carolina; (b) managing 
and governing the affairs of its constituent institutions; (c) determining functions 
and academic programs of, and degrees to be awarded by, the constituent institutions 
(including withdrawal of approval of existing programs); (d) electing chancellors of 
constituent institutions on nomination of President (from two names recommended by 
institution's bd. of trustees); Chancellors are to be admin. and exec. heads of 
institutions, subject to direction of President; (e) setting tuition and fees (subject / 
to law); and enrollment levels; (f) presenting a unified budget for all senior public 
higher ed. (with operating funds appropriated to the institutions, and SPA-exempt 
salary increases plus new and expanded program funds and capital improvement funds 
appropriated in lump sum to governing board); and (g) delegating such powers as are 
deemed necessary to the bd. of trustees or chancellor of any institution. 

(6) Provides for bds. of trustees of constituent institutions, as follows: (a) 
present trustees of regional univs. and School of the Arts to continue to serve for 
l-yr. terms, beginning July 1, 1972;°(b) each of the six campuses of present UNC to 
have a (minimum) 12-member bd. of trustees elected by and from present UNC Bd. of 
Trustees, for l-yr. term beginning July 1, 1972, and student government president 
ex officio; (c) effective July 1, 1973 each of 16 constituent institutions is to have 
a 13-member bd. of trustees serving staggered 4-yr. terms and composed of eight 
elected by Bd. of Governors and four appointed by Governor (plus student gov't presi- 
dent ex officio). Trustees are to promote sound development of their institutions, 
advise Bd. of Governors, and exercise functions delegated by Bd. of Governors. 


(7) Requires licensing by Bd. 6f any non-public educational-ingtitutions established 


after’ Apr.'15, 1973 to confér degtfees (now a duty Of” BHF). Spells out provisions: concernit 


filling of vacancies on various boards; transfer of properties and obligations from 
old to new entities; power plant and campus school Operation; endowment funds for each 
institution; escheats; and adoption by Bd. of Governors of a code based on code of 
present UNC. 


Effective July 1, 1972, except that provision for Planning Committee is effective 
on ratification.

SPECIAL MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR 


Governor Robert W. Scott today delivered a 12-page special message to the General 
Assembly concerning structure, organization and. governance sf higher education. The 
Governor indicated his support of the committee substitute for S 893 - H 1456 that was 
developed by the Joint Committee on Higher Education. In his message he specifically 
expressed his views: (a) that the consolidation should be implemented in a single 
step, rather than by phasing-in of the regional universities over a period of time; 

(b) that the powers of the institutional boards need not be spelled out by statute; 

(c) that a very large governing board is not necessary; (d) that none of the particular 
institutions are in danger of being phased-out by the reorganization; and (e) that the 
unified budget system provided by the bill is desirable.

Provides for filling vacancies on bd. of aldermen by special 
election or appointment by mayor; method of filling vacancies depends on length of un- 
expired term (if for more than 12 months by special election, but if for less than 12 
months by appointment). Provides that a vacancy is deemed created when an alderman 
removes self from City, or fails to attend Bd. meetings for 90 consecutive days, or 
wilfully neglects or refuses to serve. Effective on ratification; applies to existing 


vacancies.

(2) Amends proposed GS 116-5 and 116-6, relating to composition of Board of 
Governors, to replace the provisions of the substitute bill with the following pro- 
visions: (a) Provides for initial Board to consist of (i) 16 persons chosen by and 
from UNC Board of Trustees (increased from 15); (ii) three persons chosen by and from 
East Carolina University Board of Trustees; two persons each chosen by and from Boards 
of Trustees of Applachian State University, N.C. A. & T. University, N.C. Central 
University, and Western Carolina State University; (iii) one person each chosen by and 
from Boards of Trustees of Elizabeth City State University, Fayetteville State 
University, Pembroke State University, Winston-Salem State University and N.C. School 
of the Arts; and (iv) two persons, to Serve as non-voting members, chosen by Board 
of Higher Education (BHE) from its at-large members; choices in each case to be 
made pre-January 1, 1972. (b) Designates terms of initial Board members. 16 UNC 
trustee members to include four with l-year terms, four with 3-year terms, four 
with 5-year terms, and four with 7-year terms (determined by lot or other appropriate 
means). Eteven Regional Univ. trustee members listed under (a) (ii) above to include 
three with l-year terms, three with 3-year terms, three with 5-year terms, and two : 
with 7-year terms (determined by lot or other appropriate means). Five members listed | 
under (a) (iii) above to include two for l-year terms and one for 3-year term, and two 
for 5-year terms, determined by lot or other means... Member from School of Arts Board 
to serve for one of the l-year terms. Two BHE members to serve l-year terms. (Note: terms 
listed above are in addition to the 6-months' period during which the same members are 
to serve as a Planning Committee.) Vacancies occuring between 7/1/72 and 6/30/73 to be 
filled by Governor. Governor to serve ex officio as member and as Chairman until 12/31/72. 
(c) Provides that, as terms of initial Board members expire, successors to be selected by 
General Assembly as in (d) below (eight each regular session, beginning 1973) for 8-year 
staggered terms. Sets 2-term limit for all members.. Specifies that, of the eight 
members elected each biennium, at least one shall be a woman, at least one a member of 
a minority race, and at least one a member of minority party. (d) Provides for nomination 
of persons to Board of Governors at a joint Senate-House session, where nominees equalling 
at least twice the number of vacancies shall be nominated; thereafter each house to elect 
one-half the number of people required to fill the vacancies; House to fill odd seat, 
if any. Senate election is to precede House election. (These provisions replace 
provisions of "Amendment #6'', which provided for election at a joint session from list 
of nominees not exceeding number of vacancies, to be named one-half by each house.) 
Specifies that Senate shall elect the woman and racial minority members at 4-year 
intervals beginning 1973; and the House, at 4-year intervals beginning 1975. Specifies 
that House shall elect political minority member at 4-year intervals beginning 1973; 
and the Senate, at 4-year intervals beginning 1973. (These provisions respecting 
minority member selection were added to the bill for the first time by conference 
report.) (e) Makes conforming amendments to GS 116-7(a) and (c).

Amendments adopted in Senate and concurred in by House 10/30/71 (1) make 
technical changes by redesignating chapter and section numbers; (2) require applications 
for ballots be delivered by mail only, and that ballots be issued and returned by mail 
only (formerly, delivery, issuance or return could be by mail or in person); (3) delete 
provision for automatic mailing of second-primary absentee ballots to persons who re- 
ceived first-primary ballots, defines who is entitled to second-primary absentee ballots 
(namely, persons entitled to first-primary ballots, even if they did not vote by absentee 
ballot in first primary) and provides those persons may apply for second-primary absentee 
ballots at time and in manner specified; (4) adopts non-conflicting provisions of state- 
wide election law applicable to challenges and absentee voting in general election, and 
empowers St. Bd. Elections to fix timetables for election board meetings and filing 
deadlines; (5) makes conforming changes in method of voting absentee ballots in GS 163- 
231; and (6) provides that any person who induces another to make "false" application 
for absentee ballot is guilty of a felony (adds quoted word).
